For. bo me time' past a party of experts 
have been engniicd in and about Janes vi I Id 
Wi«'., in nn.efFort to locato if possible the 
cause and apreiid of ling cholera. At a 
m coring of the board of supervisors, last 
Thursday afternoon lbe\ieport of tho > ex- 
perts was read und.theso gentlomen declnr- 
od i(. had been conclusivnly, proven to them 
that crows are responsible for' tho "fcnreml 
of the diponsa. The rrportwns eo;.wi»i| 
fmrn ml and so emphatic that the county 
boaid decided to rid the district of crow- 
and in' order that this may ha .done,, a 'res- 
olution was passed, authorizing a bounty 
of 10 cents for each 'bird killed in the fut- 
ure.- 

During-the tost year it is estimated that 
hog cholera has coat the farmers of the 
county many' thousands of dollars, Tho 
argument of the. ex porta is that erowefeed 
on tho bodies of hogs which die of the dis- 
ease and then spread the contagion by 
currying pieces of the flesh over other bog 
fields which have not been previously ia-' 
fee ted. 

The offering of such a bounty should re/ 
au|t in tho wholesale slaughter of -the bluck 
disease breeders. The idea is a new onn In 
this section of the country and if . it is true 
beyond any doubt, .similar 'action may bo 
taken by other counties.

Czar's Savy Is Caught Napping, and 

M.llctdb'6 Ganners do Awful Ex- 

, ecu Hon-- 10 Killed 42 Wounded . ... 

Three battleships and two cruiBers. so- 
badly dam aged t h a t tb ay are useless, forts 
at Fori Arthur damaged, ten men killed, 
and ' two. officers and forty-two /men 
wounded. That is the record of cobuIUcb 
inflicted by the Japanese' on Russian arms 
at Fort Arthur in two daring dashes et the 
Czar 'a stronghold in the far east. The 
Japanese fleet escaped without' a scratch 
after its two attacks. 

Russia Is stunned.. The auddenness of 

o disaster, coming as it didwhen totally 

expected and catching the Czar's navy 
iapping, has shocked the country to its 

re. The battleships Retvisan and Cezare- 
itch and tho cruiser Pollada were data* 
d. An inspection. is being made tons- 

rtoin the. amount of . damage. ; So badly 
were the battleshipa injured'' in, the first 
engagement that they were unable to re- 
turn to the harbor. They steamed in close 
to the forts, and were beached in' the chan- 
cel, thus blocking the way and preventing 
the fleet which is outside from getting, in, 
and the 'torpedo boats which are inside 
from getting out. The.Fallada, seriously 
disabled, with a jagged hole below her 
water line and a broken screw and rudder, 
was latter towed back, and now lies, outside 
the harbor, hut under the protection of the 
guns from the forts. 

In the second engagement the Poltava 
and. Movie, were* both atmck below the 
water line, and so aerioualy damaged that 
at first it was .believed they would sink, 
They managed, however to work their way 
Blowly toward tho horbor, and are now 
lying outside. For fighting purposes the 
five warships are uboIoss. This seriously 
cripples Russia's strength, putting out of 
commission, as.it does, three of the largest 
battleshipa she had in her fleet of eight, ;' - 

The negligence of the Ruisi ah command- 
er in permitting the Japanese to get ■ near 
enough for such on attack is severely crit- 
icised. It ia known that tbe last thing ex- 
pected* by "tiw Russians was an 'attacfcTou 
the stronghold at Port Arthur, which the 
Russians looked on as almost a second Gib- 
raltar, but it is remembered that the Jap- 
anese' opened hostilities in the Cbineie- 
JnpanosB . war by a torpedo, attack, hod 
officials feel that Alexieff should have 
provided to prevent it. 

Tho Japanese mode up attempt to force 
an entrance into the harbor, the intention 
being to draw out the Russian fleet. While 
they failed in this, they did succeed in 
doing great damage. Fourteen Russian 
battleships and cruisers were lying in the 
roads off Port Arthur when the .Taps stole 
on them; The Russians, startled, returned 
the Are, and under cover of it the Japs 
torpedo flotilla Btole ia 'from another di- 
rection and began its deadly work. Rapid 
ul most as thought, the little terrors of: the 
sea planted torpedoes in. the ..hulls of the 
battleshipa. 

At 11 o'clock the next morning the fleet 
ngain appeared. It being daylight the 
RuBBians buw thoui coming and prepared 
to give butllu. ■ The forts and tbe warships 
opened'Hre as soon aa the Japanese were in 
range, hut every shot went wild. Mean-, 
while, the Japanese were pouring a hail of 
abnt into the Russian "ships and at the'forta 
ii nd their aim was good. 

Soon tho. Japanese admiral hoisted his 
»< gnii I to leave, in tbe hopu of drawing tho 
Itut'tjiitna'uwii.v from tint forts, whoso fire 
pninthed to become deadly us the Japanese 
iii'ttw ctuni-r in tho shoru. The liuHfliuns 
f iilbwriil ti *hort di«tiince, both fleets keep- 
ing up a running Orel but they aoon gave 
up Uio chase and returned.

"But T say that Bince McKinley 'a death 
the greatest' conservative force in tbe city 
of Washington for tbe protection of prop- 
erty has been he. There's a better way to 
protect capital and great enterprises than 
by buying legislatures.

Fierce Gales Hit Ship. 

- The steamer Kaiaer Wilhelm der Grosse 
which arrived forty-eight hours late, ex- 
perienced a moat tempestuous voyage 
acrOBs the Atlantic, but all on board were 
reported well. Soon after the departure 
from Cherbourg tbe vessel ran into a heavy 
southeaster. Throughout Thursday and 
Friday tho gale continued. On .Friday 
night- a seventy mile ah hour gale was 
shrinking overhead, Tho gale broke, on 
Saturday noon, hut left 'behind a gigantic 
swell. It'waBawild Bcene, but so deep 
were the plungOB that most of the paiaen- 
gcre were content to remain in their Btnto 
rooms. It was however but a brief, respite 
which the weather gave.andSwnday found 
the Kaiaer atrugglintt ivith another furious 
gale. This finally blow itself out, and then 
came another which, toward midnight dc- 
vcaloped into n cyclone.- A port ventilator 
went with a crash, the Btout iron cylinder 
heingditernlly: twisted from its fasten irigN 
and hurled to the deck. The topa of five 
other ventilators were snapped off, aomc 
Bailing overboard, others bounding and 
crushing ubotit the ducka. The bow of the 
vessel waa swung Btniicht into the wind, 
and there she Iny for tbreo hours, gri'nt 
sniiH breaking over her bow and her whole 
length bidden in the storm* of spray, 
Copt, Cuppers remained an bridge cohstant- 
lyuntit t lie storm passed. No person was 
injured arid no great alarm was fait among 
the paRsonpers, 

* .American' System Superior.

A LARGE AREA IS BURNED 



Vast District Laid Waste by! the 
Destroying Element — Loss 

$200,000,000. 



Kino persons dead, scores, injured, 
1200,^00,000 property. loss, 700 buildings 
destroyed, sixty-five acres devastated, ev- 
ery bank lu the city, the Chamber" of 
Commerce and every itqwBpnpor plant ex- 
cept 'one razed, the poBtotflec, custom 
fcouso nnd court house burning, hundreds 
of persons homeless and business 
;parnlyzcd. Thin is the record of the 
■awful conflagration in Baltimore, which 
for nearly twenty-four hours defied all 
efforts la' control it. 

Baltimore' litis been devastated by fire. 
iStartlot: with a series of expktaloua at 11 
-o'clock Sunday rarciionn, when thousands 
were nil ending church , the il allies spread 
rapidly niid.wthln three hours hud swept 
the entire wholesale district. 
.The loss will bo $200,000,000. It Is 
reported u score of Uvea worii sacrficed 
and many persons are known to have 
.been, injured, , among tlicm being Fire 
Chef IJbrtnu, who wns knocked senseless 
by a lire electric" wire. His couditiau Is 
not dnu'gerotis, but the loss of his services 
cmno at a critical moment. 

Eight firemen were killed. Twenty- 
five square blocks of buildings lu the 
heart 'of the city wuro destroyed. Tho 
$4,000,000 court house aud tile postolllco 
building wero Imrued. 
. The Holiday Street Tbcutcr was blown 
tip with dynamite, and the United States 
Express' ofllws -ittd central o'llcesW the 
Baltimore and Ohio Railroad uro.gonc. 
' j . Scores were Injured. Severn I hospitals 
In the heart of .Baltimore were bo seri- 
ously affected — two being burned — that 
the ambulances wcro not only used to 
transport the fire .victims to outlying san- 
itariums, but were employed hi transfer- 
ring the eick from hospital lo hospital. 
Every newspaper plant In tlm city wns 
destroyed, 

Severn! of tho" largest banks, contain* 
ing funds muchly estimated nt $1,000,- 
000, are In ruins. No; one knows If tho 
cash in the red-hot vaults is redeemablo' 
or' not. 

Hundreds .of thn mm rids* of people walk* 
' ed tlio streets, Woe, distress, n feeling 
of ' dreadful uncertainty prevailed 
throughout the whole city,* 

Tlio. fire' began in tlio 1* (--established 
wholesale house nt John E. Hurst & Co., 
In Hopkins place, near Hanover street. 
This Is tlio center of the oldest whole- 
Bale trade in the United Stales, many of 
tlio firms having been In existence for 
two centuries. East ami north, a 'half* 
mile away, were the postoillei*, city hnll, 
Board of Trade and the govern men t 
building, A few' blocks to the south stood 1 
tlio immense passenger station of the 
Baltimore ntnl Ohio Railroad. , 

Four, explosions, following one another 
Quickly, mnrked tho opening of this, tlio 
worst disaster In the history of the city: 
Explosions sent bricks, wood,, iron, tin 
and rocks high in the nir nnd shook tho 
business portion of Baltlworu to its foun- 
dations. 

By 7 o'clock forty costly buildings had 
been ruined, A dozen blocks lind been 
nil but devastated. A high' southwest 
wind, mignioutcd by the artificial gales 
which heated air arid vacuums bring 
forth, had been helping the flnmcs along 
from the outset, At' nightfall, however, 
this wind increased. Cinders and ashes 
were blown for a dozen miles. Balti- 
more's residence section was enveloped In 
soot Hot fagots 'fell upon tho people 
.gathered In the downtown Directs and 
many were burned severely. 

Though every bit of dro-fighting ap- 
paratus in the city whs called into requi- 
sition as the flames continued to spread, 
the firemen realized that they had a task 
before them which wm' too great for 
' them to combat. Telegrams, for fire, en- 
gines were eent to Washington and Phil- 
adelphia and about 1 p. m, six- engines 
arrived from Washington and, four' from 
'Philadelphia mid joined In tho battle 
-with tho flames, 

Engines from stations In .Baltimore, 
Howard, Anno Arundel and Harford 
counties also arrived as soon ns possible, 
earns of the apparatus traveling a dls- 
."tanco'Of thirty miles and more. Water 
plugs in every section within a radius of 
half a mile from tlio fire -were in' use 
and It. Is roughly estimated thntthoro 
ivcro 800 hose all playing at oW time 
-upon,' different parts of the conflagration. 

Owing to the great congestion of fire 
apparatus, the crowds' of people and tlio 
general confusion many of -the engines 
from out of town were unable to find n 
place where' they would bo of nhy ser- 
vice, * < 

With loud' roars wall after wall top* 
(pled Into the streets nnd firemen ran 
if or. their lives. Tlio flro' was v beyond 
control nnd tho flames, ran from one 
■■building to another. In epito of tits fact 
-that tlio firemen had done their beat to 
check tho progress of the flnm.es by soak- 
ling' the structure* .with water. 
' -Tlio police, powerless to cop a with loo t~ 
if'n, appealed for help. '•■< Two ' local ' regl- 
fcionts .of. militia wtre ordered out, and 
pio troops of Uolttd Statu rtggJars

Another deiirenhie 
crash occurred nud dense columns of cin- 
ders ami smoko shot up over tho central 
Hclrtion of the city anil in' a huge brown 
column moved rapidly toward .tho north- 
east. Borne'" on ' the strong southeast 
wind, llio, column of smoke, blazing cln- 
dcrs t nndeven pleccsot tin moling spread 
over tho center of thc'clty nnd .a rain of 
cinders fell, compelling pedestrians to 
dodge red-hot pieces of wood; 
. Two more, explosions followed nnd 
thousands 'of people hurried to. the scene 
of tlio fire. Of nil the spectators, com- 
paratively few saw the fire itself.. They 
coiild not get' within half n mile of it. 
Even the policemen guarding tho ap- 
proaches to -the fire- bud to repeatedly 
shift their positions arid dodge fiillliig cin- 
ders. Pieces of tin OiS fcct'squnro were 
lifted; Into tho air by. tho terrific lieht, 
Bnlled upward like pnper'kitea and *,vlicn 
ihcy reached n point beyond the zone of 
the most Intense heat fell clattering, to 
tin; streets, 

Tlio firemen nnd police, who were 
obliged to stick to their dangerous posts, 
dodged Into doorways for shelter from 
tho rain of hot missiles. Crash after 
crash could be heard 'within the burning 
district, but even the firemen could not 
tell from what building they proceeded. 
In the seething furnace of flume nil f'ense 
of tlio direction or loentloii.of'bulidings 
was lose Walls end flooring fell In thun- 
derous roars that echoed for blocks away, 

Hundreds of merchants. nnd business 
men with offices in the threatened district 
were notified by watchmen nnd police. 
Nearly nil took'stcpn to hnvo their books 
removed to n place of safety. Hundreds 
of men and boys wiero Impressed to move 
tho books. Wagons, handcarts and dry 
goods boxes were" used t^o remove them, 

Toward evening the ' firemen ; showed 
signs of exhaustion. Men were drafted 
into Bcrrlee, and more assistance from 
uearhy cities wns telegraphed for. It 
was decided to blow up houses and stores 
which threhtcucd an adjacent block of 
structures , by dynamite. Accordingly 
in iiny half-burned buildings, were burled 
Into the smoke- tilled atmosphere. The 
(shower of cinders, wood, stone and red- 
hot metal wns tcrrine. 

After the Hurst building had burned, 
the great warehouses of A. C. Meyer. & 
Co., the Carroll ton Chemical Company, 
tiie Stntiley & llrown I>niK Company and 
numerous other « tor chouses, filled with 
explosivo chemicals nnd drupj were nl-

Petersburg thnt the prescntnton of the 
Russian note to Japan might bo followed 
by an act on. the part of the Jnpnhese 
government which would plunge the two 
countries Into war, tho stnrlMng action 
of Japan .in Severing diplomatic rela- 
tions wltk.RiiBsI-i before the nctuul deliv- 
ery of. the Russian .note came like ri 
thunderbolt. It was believed thnt the 
receipt of tho. note might unmask an 
ultimatum, but that Japan should sever 
diplomatic relations, n step little short 
of- a declaration of wnr, was almost like 
a blow In the face.
